The Housing Authority of the City of Bradenton (HACB) will receive a HOPE VI Revitalization grant in the amount of $1,822,456, which will enable the
Housing Authority to revitalize the Zoller Apartments, a public housing development for senior residents. The 19 existing senior housing units will be
demolished, and replaced with an off-site mixed-income development in the Rogers Gardens area of Bradenton. The revitalized seniors development will
accommodate 19 public housing units and 11 tax credit units. The design for the new mixed-income development will incorporate the contemporary
architectural and landscape features of adjacent residential neighborhoods. The revitalized development will contain a community facility and will provide a
variety of programs for the senior residents.
